Despite good will and readiness to help 
ou: the part of the U.S. Israel has not 
eyen been able to decide yet on what 
kind of power and de-salting reactor 
could most evonomirally be built. Any 
work that we have been able to carry out 
with limited technical help, will be the 
more valuable for being our own if it 
keeps us ahead of Egypt and the other 
‘Arab countries that continue to threa- 
ten_ us. 

The danger or likelihood of a major 
muclear conflagration between the main 
fnuclear powers has receded because of 
the terrible vwnerability of the highly 
developed countries. What still remains 
js the possibility of smaller tactical 
weapons being abtained and used by 
“yelatively undeveloped countries, whose 
signature to an anti-nuclear pact might 
not be worth very much in an emer-

Peru army takes over in

LIMA. — Peravian armed forces yesterday overthrew the Government of 
President Fernando Belaunde Terry in a pre-dawn coup. Belazunde was seized by 
army officers in the Presidential Palace and driven away shoeless and seemingly 


paie with anger. 

A report from Buenos Alres last night 
Said that Belaunde bas applied for politi- 
cal asylum in Argentina. 

After the announcement of the coup 
university students poured into the streets 
of Lima in protest against ths military 
action, One student was killed in distur- 
bances.

He offered 
no details, but said, “We support this 
realistic proposal and sre ready to assist 
in the implementation of such a plan to 
restore peace in the region directly 
borderlag on our southern fronticrs, sud 
where the situation directly affects the 
seeurlty of the Soviet Union.” 

Mr. Gromyko repeated that the Sovict 
Unton “condemns the position of Israch 
and these who connive at its belligerence.” 


He said Israel “must give up attempts to * 


retain the occupied Arab territories" ond 
warned: “Otherwise, It will have to ace 
count for a great deal." 

The Egyptian peace formula, as σῦν 
Ported some time ago, was understocd to 
call for Israel withdrawal from the areas 
occupied in the Six Day War and 
renunciation of bellizgerency by individual 
Arab governments, but it docs not ene 
visage a general peace agreement.

This is what the settlers at Hebron 
are saying by thelr actions, Theirs is 
pioneering of the highest order, for they 
have to contend not only with Arabs but 
with barbs from the rear.

BARLY twenty years of Jordanian 

occupation — from 1948 ta 1967 — 
devastated the Jewish Quarter of tae Old 
City, and most of its homes, ita twenty- 
eight synagogues and thirty or sv other 
institutions were found ta be almost com- 
pletely destroyed when Israeli forces en- 
tered the town during the Six Day War. 


Situated in the south-east corner of the 
walled city, the Jewish Quarter extended 
for a distance of 2 bare half-kilometre 
frum Zion Gate to the Dung Gate along 
the southern rampart, aud was bounded 
on the west by the Street of the Jews 
und on the north by the Street of the 
Chain. At its eastern edge stood Jewry’s 
time-honoured shrine — the last remuain- 
ing wall of the Temple enclosure. 


Coming into the Old City threugh Zion 
Gate, you immediately notice that maoy 
changes are taking place. Gangs of work- 
Men are busily clearing roads and court- 
yards and demoilshing tumble-dawn ho- 
vels, while simultaneously building 15 go- 
ing on. To obtaln a more vivid impres- 
Sion of the district and its progress, 
you should turn right from Zion Gate, 
then left into the narrow Street of the 
Jews where, ‘on the corner, is the studio 


of artist Nahum Arbel, Further down, on- 


the right, is the synagogue of Rabbi 
Moses ben Nachman. One of the few to 
remaln reasonably intact, this 700-year-old 
synagugue, unimpressive at first glance, 
boasts a remarkable history. 

Leaving Spain in 1267 to avoid reli- 
gious persecution, the Ramban came to 
Jerusalem, where he found only two Jew- 
ish familley, According to Dr. J. Pinker- 
field, be described the town as being de- 
solate and in ruins, but he nwnaged tu 
find a fine hall for prayer, which is the 
one you see today. The Rambun's hand- 


some building — possibly a Byzantioe 
synagogue or, more likely, an abandoned 
Crusader church ~— was originally sone 


twenty metres in length, elght metres In 
height, and wags divided by a central 
row of six huge columns, Only the upper 
third of two of them can now he seen 


Adjoining are the ruins of the Hurva, 
whose stately silhouette dominated the 
pre-1938 skyline. Begun in 1699 by Rabbi 
Yehuda the Hassid, who came to Jerusa- 
lem from Poland accompanied by 3800 
disciples, its completion was delayed for 
150 years by the death of Rabbi Yehuda, 
and the unfinished building thus earned 
its nickname of the “Hurvot,” or “Ruins” 
of Rabbi Yehuda. 

Eventually finished and consecrated in 
1864, this beautiful synagogue was razed 
in 1948. Plans are now in hand to re- 
build it in an ultra-modern style rather 
out of keeping with the traditions and 
canventions of the medlaeval-influenced 
Old City. 

About 100 metres further along the 
Street of the Jews turn right up a 
slepped Jame called Darag el-Tabount, or 
the Road of the Oven. A few houses 
ulong it, to the left, a small synagogue is 
being restored and will soon ve ready 
for use. Note the stone carvings of the 
Shield of David at the Jeft of the eniry, 

Follow the road as it curves through 
the crooked alleys and poor hommes typical 
of the former Jewish Quarter, then bear 
right when the lane divides and continue 
straight on until you reach the heaps of 
rubble marking “Tiferet Israel." Tremen- 
dous activity Is going on, and soon the 
Synagogue —- once known as the “Pride 
of Israel’ — will again he usable. It 
was completed In 1872 by Nissan Bak, 
whose father, Israel, initiated Jerusalem's 
first printing press, and jis sometimes 
culled the "Nissan Bak” synagogue. 

On the other side of the lane ia the 
underground prayer hall of the Karaites, 
now closed off and not even indicated 
by a notice-board, presumably prior to 


The gentle rains 


LAst Friday this column was de- 
voted to the simile of the word 
of God being compared to the rain 
and the snow from heaven. ‘The 
thought finds its earlier expression, 
albeit in more succinct form, in the 
introductory inte of oe magnifi- 
cent poem which form ion 
for this Sabbath: — Pe 

fy doctrine shail drop as the rain. 

My speech shail distill as the dew 
As the small rains upon the tender herb 

And as the showers upon the grass. 


Although,in other passages of the 
Bible the word of the Lord is com- 
o “the voice of mighty wa- 

ters” and.the “ ighty waves of the 
sea" (Psalm 93), in both these pas- 
sages the comparison is with the 
mtle rain, the soft falling snow, 
e gradual accumulation of dew 
which do not bruise even the tender 
herb. For as the prophet Elijah was 
reminded on a certain dramatic oc- 
casion, it is not in the fire and the 
earthquake and the tempest that the 
Lord is to be found, but in the 
“stil small voice.” Quietly, persua- 
sively, unspectacularly it drizzles 
down gently and brings its blessings. 


Tt is this thought of the effect of 
gentle gradualness which the Rabbis 
emphasize in their comment on this 
verse, together with a number of 
others, and it is worth while to give 
the relevant passage in full as an ex- 
ample of the homiletical ingenuity 
of the Rabbis, and the manner in 
which they combine Tora und Flora 
in its widest sense: — 
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“And for what purpose is the To- 
ra compared to rain? To teach thee 
that just as the rain can dissolve 
Stone, as it is said, “the waters wear 
away the stones’ (Job. 14:19) so 
does the Tora dissolve the heart of 
stone, (The element of gradualness 
is provided by a proverb which is the 
almost literal translation of the La- 
tin “gutta cavat lapidem non vi sed 
saepe cadendo.” “the drop of water 
wears away the stone, not by the 
force of its fall but by its constant 
dripping.") And it is to that that 
the sages referred when de- 
clared, “If it is of stone, it will dis- 
solve; if of iron it will be shattered.” 
There is therefore nothing better for 
Man than that he immerse himself in 
the study of the Tora, day and night. 
Of that study it was said, “If a man 
say, I have sought and have not 
found, believe him not.” 

And why is the Tora compared to 
rAin? Just as the worid cannot exist 
without water, since it is needful for 
the prowth of all good things, so the 
world cannot exist without the Tora. 
And just as the rain descends in 
single drops, so with the Tora, First 
one reads “Alef, bet, gimel, daled, 
the numerical equivalents of which 
are represented by single digits, but 
then one proceeds to the higher let- 
ters kaf to taf whose numerical equi- 
valents are in the hundreds, And 
this is but a beginaing; afterwards 
one begins to understand the Tora 
and ity details” (Tanhuma to this 


verse).

Tehabliitatlon, The Karaites were an early 
mediaeval Jewish sect who tormed the 
first community from the Diaspora to set- 
tle in Jerusalem as far back as_ the 
eighth century C.E. For 1,200 years there 
were Karaites in the city, but during the 
1950s, the last Israeli member of the 
cult died a violent death, and the Ka- 
raites of the Holy City have receded into 
the past. 

Walking on for a few minutes, you 
Yeach the synagogue of Rabbi Yohanan 
ben Zakkai, one of a group of four 
Sephardic synagogues erected at the be! 
ginning of the sixteenth century, when 
many Jews left Spain to escape the In- 
quisition, Once richly and tastefally fur- 
nished, decorated with wall paintings and 
adorned by ornate pulpits and Holy Arks, 
these spacious chambers were gutted and 
used by the Jordanians as goat pens. 

The synagogue of Rabbi Yohauan leads 
into the Middle Synagogue, then to the 
Istanbull and on to the oldest of the 
group --- that of Elijah the Prophet. 
Emerging from the synagogue of Elijah, 
bear left past the Beit El Yeshiva into 
the Street of the Jews, then turn left 
again down the hill towards the Western 
Wall. . 

Here you pass a number of contiguous 
houses with a large inner court,’ now 


quickly being re-built and already hous-. 
ing several Yeshivot and religious schools. - 


One of the lintels inside the compound 
reads “A Shelter for the Poor on Mount: 


Zion,” and some 50 metres away, high - 


up on the compound's southern’ edge, 
are the ruins of the first Jewish ‘hospital 
in old Jerusalem. Sponsored by the Roth- 
schild family and opened in 1854, it was 
taken over by Misgav La'dach in 1888, 
when the Rothschild Hospital moved into 
bigger premises in the New City. 

This section was known as_ the 
“Deutsche Platz,” or the German Com- 
pound, probably ‘because of -the German 
immigrants who settled there during the 
nineteenth century. Some authorities, 
however, believe that the name has clung 
to it from Crusader tines, when the Ger- 
man hospice of the Teutonic knights oc- 
cupied the same site. 


Dung Gate 


Approaching the Western Wall, the road 
descends towards the Dung Gate, where 
Professor Benjamin Mazar is excavating 
the Temple's southern wall. Most ‘specta- 
cular was His discovery of the Herodian 
Pavement of smooth marble slubs, scat- 
tered with ashes from the burning of the 
Temple in 70 ΟἿ), and broken and 
cracked where coping stones had fallen 
from the top of the.surrounding rampart. 

As you look down into the work- 
trench at these symbole of death and 
destruction, you can see the golden days 
of the Second Temple's grandeur, when 


the present Jewish Quarter was part οἷ᾽ 


the luxurious Upper City, joimed to the 
Temple precincts by two viaducts. The 
more northerly of the two, carried by a 
series of arches known as Wilson's Arches, 
after their discoverer, spanned the deep 
Tyropoeon Valley more or ‘less where 
the Gate of the Chain — or, Bab es 
Silstleh --- stands today. Robinson's Arch, 
8 pier of which was uwearthed by Pro 
fessor Mazar, carried the second viaduct, 
leading from Herod's Royal Cloisters bor- 
dering the south wall of ths Temple 
courtyard to the Upper City. 

Here was one of the richest and most 
beautiful sections of Jerugalem at the 
peak of its glory. Here was Herod's fins 
theatre and the mansions of the nobility, 
and here was the gorgeous Palace of the 
Hagmonean kings, from where Agrippa 
Ἢ and his sister Berenice spoke to the 
Jewish people on the eve of the destruc- 
tion, as Josephus tells in his “Wars of the 
Jews” book II, chapter 16. 

After the havoc wrought by Titus’ army 
and the banishment of the Jews from 
their anclent capital, Jewish settlement 


intensified along the coastal plain and " 


in Galilee. In one last blaze of freedom, in 
182 C.E., Sioion bar Kochbs, and his men 
re-conquered Jerusalem, held services in 
the Temple area, and struck a series of 
coins commemorating Judea reborn. 
Only for three years did Jerusalem re- 
main in Jewish hands, then the Emperor 
Hadrian recaptured the city and broke 


down its walis. Even its name was erased . 


from maps and records, for on the ruins’ 
of Jerusalem: arose the smell, square 
Roman town. of Aelia Capitolina, te 
which Jews were admitted only once @ 
— on the $th of Av, anniversary 
of the destruction — 
glorlous past and to wash the Temple's 
remaining stones with their tears.

The Moslem invasion of 638 brought 
with -it added ious freedom, and 
among ‘the first of the large-scale immi- 
frations was that of the Karaites, led by 
Anan ben David.

Crusaders 


Overrunning Jerusalem in 1099, the 
Crusaders massacred every member of 
the prosperous Jewish ‘community, and 
decades passed before ἃ few brave souls 
ventured back. to the “Juiverie,” north 
of the Temple grounds. The Citadel was 
taken over as the Palace of the Crusader 
Kings; the Dome of the Rock, built over 
David's ‘altar, became a church, and the 
German ‘had thelr living quarters 
where the “Batei Machasei,” or “Shelters 
for the Poor,” now stand. These 
were short-lived, for when Saladin came 
into power 88 years -later, Jewry’s return 
began in earnest, ἡ 


. Although comparatively free rrom per- 
secution, economic conditions were hard, 
and many who reached Jerusalem early 
in the thirteenth century did not succeed 
in establishing themselves, Thus it was 
that the. Ramban, in 1267 when the 
Mamelukes~ were-4n- control, found only 
two Jewish families residing in the town. 
Undeterred, he went ahead with the found- 
ing of the synagogue still standing in 
the Street of the Jews, and their num- 


‘bers gradually increased until the half- 
. kilometre square which constituted the 


Jewish Quarter as it was up to 1948, 
became an important cultural focus, 
Apart from some religious and military 
construction, the Mamelukes, who govern- 
ed Jerusalem from Cairo for almost 800 
years, did little to develop the city. Un- 
der their rule — from 1244 CE, — 
Jews were not actively persecuted but were 
regarded as an inferior sect and obliged 
to wear a yellow turban to distinguish 
them from the Samaritans, who wore 
red turbans, the Christians who wore 
blue, and the Moslems who were allowed 
white turbans, F 
During the early days of the Turkish 
regime, which started in 1516, Jewish 
Jerusalem received reinforcements from 
refugees fleeing from Spain, but despite 
this fact, the city was at a low ebb. 
its total population at the b of 
the aixteenth century amounted only to 


veral bundred Jews, and this figure re- 
mained stationary for over 350 years, al- 
though the percentage of Jews increased 
greatly. ᾿ 

‘Very rapid development took place in 
the 1800s. The Turkish empire was de-

New Haifa Port ‘managers 


outline efficiency means, say 
zorkers ‘will only benefit

HAIFA. — ‘We do not intend to per- 
Petuate the organization of the U.P.S. 
which resulted in the company’s deficit of 
IL6m. annually. We belleve that Haifa 


- Port's cargo handling operation must be 


completely reorganized, from the top 
down. We further believe that this re- 
organization, far from harming the 
workers will actually improve their 
Wages, without dismissals, and make it 
Possible to wipe out the deficit within two 
years." The new port manager, Mr. Yitz- 
hak Rahav, and Mr. David Zafrir, new 
manager of the U.P.S. (appointed by the 
Ports Authority which took over the com- 
pany a fortnight ago), told this to the 
Press here yesterday. They expressed 
their hope that the U.P.S. workers and 
foremen would cooperate in the re- 
organization. “We consider them a re- 
sponsible body of men concerned, no less 
than we are, with the Port's future, and 
that their common sense will win ont,” 
they said. 
‘ They announced that the Ports Author- 
ity had already decided not to raise any 
eargo-handling tariffs for 1969/70. despite 
the deficits that the U.P.S. wil run up 
until the reorgavization is executed, and 
May possibly even reduce some tariffs, on 
account of the expected improvements in 
the Port. As an illustration, they pointed 
out that today “a considerable proportion” 
of work time is lost simply because of 
bad organization and not through apy 
fault of the workers. 
PROFITS POSSIBLE 

The new managers voiced their convic- 
tion. that the U.P.S. could in fact provide 
@ profit if properly reorganized. They 


. noted that while the average output per 
* gang in Haifa was indeed still 15 per cent 


higher than in Ashdod, “this was achieved 
at a handling cost well in excess of that 
in the southerly port and ‘this expensive 
efficiency’ made no economic sense.” They 
Stressed that they did not expect to be 
able to correct overnight the U.P.S. mis- 
management that has accumulated in the 
UPS. over 30 years of operations. “But 
we must make an immediate start as 


ing why they feel unable to postpone 
changes until after the citrus season, so 
as not to antagonize the workers now. 

- For ἃ start, they covsidered it vital to 
break down the rigid framework of three 
sectors (stevedores, porters and transport) 
inside the U.P.S., which had led to delays

They added that they would honour all 
the writtea agreements between the men 


‘and the U.P.S., and ensure that no one 


would get “lower wages, social benetits or 
pension rights." But the honouring of 
contracts will have ta be nrutual, and 
they would refuse to sign the demands, 
drawn up for the men by the Haifa 
Labour Counci}, setting out “work pro- 
cedures and customs” because these would 
Perpetuate the very situation that must 
be remedied. 

As to the 140 U-.P.S. foremen, who 
“have no written contract at all", they 
too would have thelr rights assured and 
Zo one would be dismissed. “If the work 


’ is properly reorganized, then no one will 


be redundant, because of the higher work 
joad" but they would have to cooperate 
with the management. 

In the long run. they would work for 
the taking over of the U.P.S. operational 
functions by the port management's own 
operations department, but they were 
aware that this would take some time to 
achieve and mesnwhile they would con- 
centrate on the immediate reorganization, 
which alone could make Haifa competitive 
with Ashdod.

-Tekia Gedola that shook the Empir

“The shofar blast that shook the British 
Empire”: — this is how Mr. Moshe Zvi 
Segal described to President and Mrs. 
Shazar and a large gathering at Belt 
Hanessi on Wednesday night the shkofar 
blast he sounded at the Western Wali at 
the conclusion of the 1930 Yom Kippur 
service, the first time any one dared to 
violate the British Mandatory prohibition 
against the ‘sounding of the shofar at 
the Wall 

The Wednesday night occasion was the 
traditional festive gathering at Beit Ha- 
nasel, begun by Izhak Ben-Zvi; ta mark 
the conclusion of Yom Kippur. The tradi- 
tion is based on the practice of Temple 
days, described in the Talmud, when the 
High Priest would give a post-Yom Kip- 
pur. party for his friends and associates 
to celebrate the fact that he had concluded 
the Yom Kippur service and emerged un- 
scathed from the Holy of Holics. 

Mr. Segal told the story of how after 
sounding that blast in 1930, adi the British 
Policemen stationed in the Wall area 
pounced in him, and hauled him off to the 
Aiteskle jail near the Tower of David 
Though: he experted the worst, he was 


Teleased at: midnight... He -tyen ‘learned 
that he was released so soon at the inter- 
vention of the then Chief Rabbi Hook. 
Rabbi Kook, who was promptly informed 
of the arrest, called the Secretary of the 
Mandatory Government and told him that 
until Mr. Segal was released he would 
not break his Yom Kippur fast, 
Thereafter, Mr. Segal noted, despite all 
kinds of precautionary measures taken by. 
the British police, the skofar was sounded 
at the end of every Yom Kippur service 
at the Wall through 1947. At least two 
young mcn were trained by him each 
year for the task, and both came to the 
Wall and were somehow provided with 
ram's horns. If the first to try and sound 
the long triumphal blast wag caught, the 
second one sounded it while the police 
were busy dealing with his colleague. 
Last year Mr. Segal was at the Wall 
on Yom Kippir, of course, and was given 
the honour of blowing the shofar at the 
conclusion of the service — the first time 
ever with the Wall in sovereign Jewish 
territory.

Gaza judge gets 8 years; 


wants to go

GAZA. — Adel Muhammed Shurab, 36- 


, year-old former Gaza Judge, was sen~ 


tenced by a Military Court here yesterday 
to eight years imprisonment on each of 
the three counts of subversion of which 
he was accused. The sentences are to run 
voncurrently. 

Shurab, who under the Military Govern- 
ment occupied the position of magistrate, 
municipal judge and prosecutor, had, un- 
der the Egyptian occupation, served as 
deputy commander of the Criminal In- 
vestigations Department with the rank 
of Major, He was accused of collecting. 
keeping and passing on information of 
military value for subversive purposes. 

The accused pleaded guilty but argued 
that he had been under pressure from the 
Fatah, who had threatened his Mfe and 
the Nves of his five children. A Fatah 
broadcast to that effect had been made 
last May. The broadcast, the defence 
stated, had brought the accused to 2 state 
of nervous breakdown. 

Rav-Seren Assaf Balgin, President of the 
Cuurt, said that the broadcast had merely 
been made to provide an alibi for Shurab 
who had begun his activitles long before 
it, in September 1967, otherwise 
he would have been afraid of ap- 
plying for repatriation to Libya via 
Egypt last*June. It was the Court’s opinion 
that the nervous breakdown had occurred 
when the accused realized that the fact 
that he was a judge would not, under 
Israel rule, protect him from being im- 
prisoned under normal, rather than prefer- 
ential, condttions. 


Mapai’s allies protest against 
deal with Mapam for Arab M.K.

- Druse Sheikh Jaber Mu'adi, of the Co- 
aperation and Brotherhood faction, and 
Mr. Elias Nakhleh \Progress and Develop- 
ment) say this in an open letter sent to 
Prime Minister Eshkoi and the Labour 
Party Secretary-Generat, Mr, Plohas Sapir, 
which is due to appear in a number of 
newspapers today. 

They write: “With all due respect to 
the good intentions of achieving Jabour 
unity, we do not believe this can be done 
at the price of harming the Party's friends 
in the Arab and Druse sectors.” 

When Prime Minister Eshkol asked them 
what their stand would be if the Labour 
Party were to decide on ἃ step opposed by 
them, they wrote, “we informed him that 
we could not alter such a decision, and 
that each individual would then be free to 
act in keeping with his own position.”

Formerly 
he had matched Assia’s offer for the 
shares put up for sale but not the price 
which Assia wag offering for the shares 
ef the miuority stockholders, He em- 
phasized that he belleves he should have 
been given first option on the Invest- 
ment Company's shares. 

A representative of the Workers’ Com- 
mittee of Teva said that: they, as tech- 
nically skilied people, know full well 
that the merger will be used to introduce 
rationalization of production.
